KINGS AND BEARDS. 


ores 
King Edward Was the First Bearded 
Monerch tn 300 Years. 

It was often remarked at the acces- 
sion of Edward VII. that he was the 
first beatded King for nearly three 
hundred years. The ill-fated Kitt 
Charles I, was his immediate prede- 
cessor in this respect, and he came to 
the thorne in 1625, whereas the late 
King succeeded his mother in 1901. 
Charles was the last of the Kings for 
a very long time to represent the 
Elizabethan or Shakespearean fashion 
of the pointed beard and to wear his 
own hair on his head. 

Cromwell, the uncrowned King of 
England, certdinly wore no wig like 
the lo line cf his successors; but, 
though he wore his own hair, he wore 
it pretty long. Charles Il. wore a 
treruendous wig, curled in a hundred 
tinglets, but the only hair on his tace 
was a slight moustache. None of his 
successors until Kdward VII boasted 
even that. Both beards and mous; 
taches went clean out of fasbion, and 
James I1., William I1L., all the 
Georges, and William IV. were just 
as clean-shaven as all the rest of their 
masculine subjects. There was a time 
when a beard had not Leen seen. in 
England within living memory! 

In wearing a beard Charles I. fol- 
lowed the example of his tather 
James, and, as he was a Scottish be- 
fore he was an English | .ng, he prob. 
ably followed the fashion of his pre- 
decessors in the northern kingdom, 
for he was preceded by two Queens 
eda boy King, and had no precedent 
in this respect to follow, even if he 
d-sired one. Henry VIII., nearly a 
hundred years before James 1.’s time, 
had been as much an innovator in re- 
spect to whiskers as vard VIL. 
was; for, like our late King, this 
much-married monarch coul look 
back upon several bare-faced predeces- 
sors without a break, for none of the 
Kings from Henry V. to Henry VIL. 
wore the least*hair upon their faces. 

Prior to Henry V.’s ti. .e, however, 
beards might be said to be almost the 
rule; and, indeed, from William L., in 
10.6, to the death of Hensy IV., iu 
1413, no King sat on the English 
throne who was clean-shaven, The 
Conqueror and his two sons and suc- 
cessurs were content with a moustache

Thus out of the thirty-three Kings 
wh have ruled in England, the beard- 
wearers and the clean-shaven almost 
provide a tie, for there a.e thirteen 
of the former and fourteen of the 
latter. Six Kings wore moustaches, 


The Dugong. 

The old stories about mermaids do 
not seem so improbable after all when 
one looks at a full-sized dugong. The 
only thing it lacks to make it a real 
seawoman is long hair. This enor- 
mous fish has flippers instead of fins, 
and rudimentary arms. The flippers 
end in four distinct fingers, and are 
startlingly likg the human hand. The 
shoulders of this weird marine crea- 
ture slope into a short but perfectly 
defined neck, on which is set a round 
head. The eyes are l.c<e a human be- 
ing’s in shape and expression, but 
very much larger. They are set far 
apart on each side of the head, and 
have a brown iris swimming in a 
white ball, but are lidless. The 
dugong has no nose, but the fore- 
head is broad and well developed, and 
while the mouth is ‘‘fishy” in shape, 
there is a distinct under lip. The 
dugong is twice the height of a tall 
man when it is full grown, and a mo- 
ther dugong moving about through 
tue water holds her baby tenderly in 
her ‘‘arms” pressed to her breast, just 
as a human mother does. Glimpses of 
tais strange inhabitant of the sea no 
doubt gave rise to the old-time belief 
in mermaids The dugong is rapidly 
becoming extinct, but still can be 
feund in fairly large numbers in the 
Indian Ocean.

The name 
of the ‘Royal Oak” has been preserv- 
ed in the navy since 1664, The first 
ship to bear this historic name met 
with an ignominious fate, being burn- 
ed by the Dutch when they came up 
the Medway in 1667, Oa.. Apple Day, 
now little observed, exoept by school- 
boys, was formerly a great anniver- 
sary and for long after the Restora- 
tion a royal oak invariably figured in 
all civic pageants.—Westminster Ga- 
zette.

HIGHER WAGES HERE 


Agricultural Labor is Not So Well 
Paid in the United States 


In adopting Reciprocity with the 
\ would enter 
into an unequal and unfair competi- 
tion in farm labor. Senator Stone of 
at’ Washington the 
other day on this phase of the agree- 
ment, and showed that farm labor 
was cheaper in the States than in 
Canada. The Brooklyn Times, com- 
menting on this speech as follows, 
shows how foolish it would be for 
the Canuck to try to compete with 
cheap Yankee labor :— 

“It has beén generally assumed that 
farm wages ne on the .American 
side of the line were higher than 
those paid in Canada, and that there- 
fore the advantages of free entry for 
Canadian farm products conceded by 
the proposed reciprocal agreement 
meant a decided advantage to the 
Canadian farmer at the expense of! 
his American competitor. But, ac- 
cording to Senator Stone of Missouri, 
who in his speech quoted liberally 
from American official figures, _ the 
boot is on the other leg. The Mis- 
souri Senator demonstrated that the 
Canadian farmers really pay more 
for their farm labor than we pay on 
the United States side of the line, 
and that if anybody has cause to 
fear disaster from reciprocity it is 
the Canadian and not the American. 
It is the Canuck who has cause to 
dread the competition of cheap Yan- 
kee labor, and not the bloated pluto- 
erat of American farms.” 


LABOR M.P’S WAGES. 


How Their Salaries Are Paid at the 
Present Time. 

Should the bill for the payment ot 
$2,000 a year to members of Parlia- 
ment go through, it wil! mean that, 
in the majority of cases, the income 
of Labor M.P.’s will be considerably 
increased. At the present time Labor 
M.P.’s are paid by Trade Unions for 
their Parliamentary duties, usually 
at the rate of only $1,000 a year. In 
some cases, however, the unions sup- 

lement this $1,000 by a special al- 
owance, varying from $1,000 to $1,250. 
It is proposed, however, t> stop this 
anastal payment. when salaries are 
provided from state funds. 

There is no doubt that the cost of 
maintaining members.of Parliament 
has proved no small strain on the 
funds of the Trade Unions throughout 
the country. As a matter of fact, it is 
estimated that the party headquarters 
is paying at the rate of $40,000 a vear 
in M.P.’s salaries, and in addition 
they have spent an average of $250.- 
000-on each of the last three general 
elections. This: expenditure has hith- 
erto been met by @ levy of twopence 
per member per annum on the total 
membership of the affiliated societies; | 
and it may be recalled that it waa 
this compulsory levy which, in 1909, 
led to the now famous Osborne judg- 
ment, when it was decided by the 
courts that such levies were illegal. 

A newspaper correspondent, writing 
to The Times, mentions that when the 
Labor party was first formed the levy 
was one penny per head, but it waa 
found necessary to increase it in 1907 
to the present figure. It is suggested 
that if Labor members are paid $2,000 
a year by the state, the levy might 
again be reduced to one penny. It 
is, however, unlikely that this will be 
done; for the simple reason that pay- 
ment of members will naturally affurd 
the Labor pany an opportunity for 
increasing the number of Labor can 
didates at future elections. 

There is one fact regarding the 
Labor M.P. of which the public is not 
generally aware, At the present tim: 
most of the unions claim the right t 
take their Parliamentary representa 
tives away from their duties at West 
minster from time to time to attend 
to organizing work for the unions, anv 
unless this practice is stopped th- 
Labor party may be accused of receiv 
ing salaries for its M.P.’3 for sue. 
work ‘in connection with their union 4 
instead of political work at Westmins 
ter. It is proposed, however, to stoy 
this practice, against which. protest 
have been :aade by the party leader 
themselves.-—Tit-Bits.

the sledges avd form the sole meuns 
of travel or communication from set 
tlement to settlement Wuring the 
summer they are got fed by their 
owners, but are left to seek their sus 
tenance as best they can; bence the 
hungry brutes range the land near the 
coast and add to the problems of Lab 
rador, as they permit no creature to 
live that they can pull down. If a 
horse were to be turned out to grass 
overnight only its bare bones would 
be found in the morning. Even to hu 
man beings they are sometimes dan 
gerous when night begins to fall, and 
on occasion when hard driven by bun- 
ger they have been known to attack 
children in the day. Considering they

Samada’s Consus Becoming a Bigger 
and Harder Job Every Year. 
The census now in progress is not 
merely a counting of noses, in order 
that we may crow about our growth; 
it is a general stock-taking of Canada 
ad almost every department of Gov- 
troment bases its work on the result 
ot the jabors of the census officials. 
ioe Department ot Trade and Com- 
merce in. particular is véry closely 
connected with the census, per capita 
business, export, import, consump- 
tion, all must start from it. We have 
as-yet no well-detined or thoroughly- 
organied bureau of statistics in Can- 
wdiu; it is the hope of many that such 
a department will soon be under way, 
and it is easy to see what an import 
ant place the census will have in it. 
England, France, Germany, and to @ 
lesser degree the United States, all 
have careful compilations cf statistics, 
and if you look them over you will 
find that the census has much wo do 

with the basis cf calculation. 

As said before, the census is Dot 
merely a’ counting 8f noses, the enum- 
erator leaves you pimped dry of in- 
formation about yourself, and on the 
accuracy of what you tell him depends 
to a great degree the accuracy of the 
vitally important census figures. 

Take sc..edule T., for instance. Here 
are a few of the things the censua 
wants to know about you: Your name, 


| your place of habitation, sex, rela- 


tionship to head of family, whether 
you are single, married, widowed, di- 
vorced, or legally separate, month of 
birth, year of birth, age at last birth- 
day, country or place of birth if immi- 
gr t, year of immngration, year 
of naturalization, nationa!ity, relig- 
lou, occupation or trade, employ- 
er, employe, or working indepen- 
cont. Of course there are a few 
otuer things which might have been 
included, but they, are in the other 
schedules. 

A seventy-two-page booklet has 
b-en issued to the commissioners and 
enumerator instructing them in their 
duties. Apparently, everything has 
been thought of, and the otlicials have 
little excuse for mistakes. Should 


| these occur the schedules must .be 


c-refully returned to the Department. 

And at the head of the organization 
sits Mr. Archibald Blue, LL.D., ruddy 
of face, white of hair, low and gentle 
of voice, the busiest man in the Dom- 
inion of Canada these days. The cen- 
sus is a highly-organized machine, 
with Mr. Blue at the throttle. And

1.38 civil service examination before 
he can get his position.

Newspapers bave come to play @ 
most important part in civic govern- 
ment. The newspapers voice pubhe 
ideas and public criticisms and the 
civic ruler who lives by votes looks 
to them for guidance and direction. 
Sometimes the newspapers get dicta- 
torial and force policies on the ety 
councils which they would otherwise 
refuse to accept. This has its dangers 
as well as its benefits. 

The power of the city newspaper has 
been well illustrated by events in Re- 
gina. Some time ago the civic rulers 
of Regina decided to exclude the press 
from council and committee meetings, 
on the that civic rulers would 
be more likely to talk more sense and 
act more wisely if they deliberated 
in private. Ths newspapers objected 
and finally boycotted the council. For 
three months they refused to mention 
tue council or committee meetings or 
to publish any information as to what 
was going on at the city hall, A few 
days ago, the council succumbed to 
the pressure and the doors were again 
thrown open w the prese. 

In Montreal, the reform of munici- 
pal affairs, which occurred over a year 
ago, was almost entirely due to news- 
paper suggestion and agitation —Cana- 
dian Courier.
